But though 
England, Ireland, and Scotland are thus 
nominally one, there are asaenlial differ- 
ences between the swciil constitution of 
the three nation*. The lenl lyitem and 
the Established Church of Scotland differ 
from those of England. Hi* religion,

create an essential difference between that 
people and the deniteni both of England 
end Scotland.
